Expansion of Early Year Not Car- 
ried On — Totalizator Returns 
Have Fallen Far Away. 



SYDNEY, N. 8. W., Australia, June 9. — Twenty- 
six horses liave each won $5,000 or orer at meet- 
inxs in this, the Sydney district, this season, 
Poltrel being first with $28,555. Some may add 
to their respective totals during the two months 
intervening before the close of the season, but 
Kennaquhair is the only horse likely to assail Pol- 
trel’s position. If Kennaquhair should win the 
Newcastle Cup the $3,200 attached to first place 
would give him a lead of $2,210. t'ounting Kenna- 
quhair’s Melbourne earnings he is, of course. New 
South Wales’ chief winner for the seascm, with a 
total of $36,645. of which $13,200 is place money. 
Kenuaqukair’s second in the Melbourne Cup was 
worth $6,000, and his three seconds in weight-for- 
age races at the Australian Jockey Club’s autumn 
meeting totaled a similar amount. Poitrel failed to 
find a buyer at a comparatively low reserve as a 
yearling and Kennaquhair was not offered at that 
age. 

Of this seas<Hi’8 three-year-old wimras in. Sydney^. 
Gloaming is an easy first wltli $27,055, that amount 
including the $750 tliat went to E. E. D. Clarke 
as breeder of the Australian Jockey Club Derby 
winner. That, however, was a small solatium for 
having parted with Gloaming as a yearling for 
$1,160. Finmark is next with $11,867, of wtalch he 
earned $7,570 in his present ownership. He has a 
long way to go before returning the $25,600 Mr. 
Wade paid for liim at the end of last year, but if 
he keeps sound, he will do so. 

Aries and Carbern are other three-year-olds 
cre<lited witli over $5,000 each at Sydney meet- 
ings. If the latter does all his admirers antici- 
pate, he may considerably augment his total win- 
nings by pulling off the Newcastle Cup. Costing 
$625 as a yearling, he Is proving a fair investment. 

Five two-year-olds are included in the four- 
figUK^ winners, Millieme leading with $20,470, of 
wliich $750 went to W. Brown as nominator of the 
yelding’s sire. Piastre, for the Australian Jockey 
Club’s Sires’ Produce Stakes. W. Kelso probably 
never made a better yearling speculation than wlien 
lie gave $1,02.5 for Millieme. Two of the other big 
twu-yeur-ohl winners were sold at Segenhoe at the 
same time as Millieme. Tliese were Bundella and 
Sue, wliich respectively realised $2,750 and $575. 

BIOAKOON SO FAS HNBEATEH, 

The unbeaten Bigaroon, which cost $3,100 as a 
yearling, has won at each of his three starts and, 
tliouth some good Judges hold tliat he is almost too 
brilliant to stay as a three-year-old, he may pos- 
sibly explode that idea. Almsgiver, which is an- 
other four- figure winner, was sold for $1,300. 
8weet Rosaleen, thanks to the $3,000 attached to 
second in the Sires’ Produce Stakes, is also In the 
$5,000 list. She won two races, but their Joint 
value did not equal her earnings for second. 

laist season Itebiis, Lanius and Lord Cecil did 
lietter tlian others of the imported division at Syd- 
ne.r meetings. Rebus is again prominent with $14.- 
IMHI, bis principal win being the Epsom Handicap 
of $0,355; next coming the Villiers Stakes, $3,895. 
1’nfortiinatcly for Uis owner the chestnut was un- 
able to go to Melbourne for the Autumn fixture 
at Flemiagton, and, owing to a mishap, did not 
compete at the Australian Jockey Club Autumn 
meeting. Rebus was imported by A. E. Cockram, 
another of whose importations, Ian ’Or, w(« the 
recent Sydney Cup and $20,795 in prise money. The 
success in Australia of horses bought by Mr. Cock- 
ram has been marked and, white admitting he is 
an excellent Judge, luck must also have favored 
him to some extent in his selections. 

Publican has been a disappointment in big races, 
but still be has put together $5,345, the result of 
three firsts and a second. He has commenced a 
rest at Windsor, but as presumably be will be 
wanted for tiie spring It must necessarily be 
short. 

Leaving out the two and three -year-olds mares 
that have done well are Hem and Wedding Day, 
liotb trained by M. Thompson. Between them they 
have won $17,925, and both should be good for a 
few more wins. Hem in particular. 

LEADING WnrVERS IN SYDNEY DISTKIOT. 

F. T. Scully has more four-figure winners in bis 
stable this season than any other New South Wales 
trainer. He has the consistent Arch Marella, 
$16,515; Cetigne, $7,445, and BraiUe, $6,140. Those 
amounts were earned at Sydney meetings, Cetlgne’s 
total for the season including an additional $750 
for third in the Wllliamstown Cup. Arch Marella’s 
total Includes $7,050 for three seconds and a third.

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TALE OF A TRAVELIN6 RIDER I REPRESENTATIVE OF A REVIVING LINE 



Jockey F. Herbert Tells Anatraliana Some Fables 
of the World’s Kaciag. 

F. Herbert, who used to ride in this country, and 
WDR in tlie employ of Edward R. Bradley some ten 
or twelve years ago, was riding in South Australia 
last May and told the tale of hJu travels and his 
riding prowess to an Adelaide newsman. The tale 
is from the Sydney Referee of June 4 and runs as 
follows: 

’’Herbert has ridden with succes in many parts 
of tile world, and in almost every country tliat be 
has visited lie lias landed one of the chief races 
of the season. His sojourn in South Australia was 
brought about by the influenaa epidemic. He was 
on bis way back to Melbourne, after riding at the 
Perth Cup meeting, when the influenaa regulations 
kept him in Adelaide. He soon rode a winner or 
two at the local meetings and his services became 
in such demand that he decided to remain in the 
central state over the Cup carnival. Herbert is an 
Englisliman, having first seen the light at Hackney, 
London, in 1890. Soon after he left for America, 
and on May 16, 1899, began his career as a Jockey. 
After winning the Adelaide Cup he told the fol- 
lowing interesting story about himself: 

” ‘I started in Dallas, Texas, with Captain Smith. 
I had Just turned nine years, and in the first race 
I ever rode I only weighed fifty -five pounds. I won 
three races that day. I continued to show good 
form under Captain Smith, and E. R. Bradley, one 
of the best-known racing men in America, asked 
me to ride for him. I accepted and signed on with 
him for eight years. 

“ ‘I headed the list in 1909 in America, then 
transferred to Mr. Seagram, who was training for 
the late Earl Grey (then governor- general of Can- 
' ada)',^iRr f&ttK Ytotiped the list of rlden. 

I Won the Canadian Derby on Donan. They totde him 
to America, and I also won the Kentucky and La- 
tonia Derbys on him. Then I went to Jacksonville, 
Florida, and while riding there an Irish -American, 
James McCormick (trainer for Baron von Oppen- 
heim and Richard Hamel in Germany) asked me if 
I would like to go to Germany and ride. I signed 
on and went over. Frank Bullock was there at the 
time riding for the Royal Gradits Stud. I rode with 
pretty good success in Germany in 1911, and then 
I went to Russia, where I rode for Count de Laxa- 
rus. I then went back through Germany to Eng- 
land. 

“ ‘In 1913 I rode the winner of the Cesarewltch 
and the Great Metropolitan on Fiz-Yama, and also 
the Alexandra Plate and Ascot Cup. 

HEKBEBT “SPOOFING A BIT.” 

“ ‘Tlie best horse I have ever ridden in America 
was one called Bad News, by Flying Dutchman — 
Black Sleeves, owned by E. R. Bradley. I won 
eighty-seven races on him. Altogether he has been 
placed first 114 times. My best horse in England 
was a two-year-old named Hapsburg and owned by 
tlie late Sir Ernest Cassel. I rode him when he 
won the British Dominion Stakes, the New Stakes 
and the Alexandria Cup at Kempton Park.’ ’’ 

Master Herbert has been “spoofing a bit,’’ as the 
English say. Donau did not win the Latonia Derby 
of 1910. He was third. Herbert ‘rode him. Donau 
did win the Canadian Derby and Herbert did ride 
him. Donau was not Canadian, imt Tennessee 
owned. Donau did win the Kentucky Derby and 
Herbert rode the colt. The Bad News fable is the 
broadest. Bad News ran 184 races and won fifty- 
seven, not 114. Herbert rode him about a dozen 
times for some five or six wins in 1907 and 1908. 
Of course Mr. Seagram did not train for Earl Grey, 
and of course Earl Grey did not own or race any 
horses In Canada. Herbert did not “top’’ the riders 
in this country, Canada or any other country in 
any year. His story of great doings in England 
stands scrutiny somewhat better. He rode Fiz- 
Vaniu for Major Morris in some of the gelding’s 
English races and was on his back when he won the 
Alexandra Plate and Cesarewltch of 1913. But 
Annecy won the Great Metropolitan that year and 
the Irish Jockey, W. Beasley, rode him. Fiz-Yama 
didn’t go in the Ascot Cup of 1913. Herbert did 
not have a mount in it, and Prince Palatine was its 
winner. Hapsburg was a two-year-old, sure enough, 
that year, and ran four races for three wins. Her- 
bert rode the colt in two of bis winning races, the 
British Dominion Plate at Sandown and the New 
Stakes at Ascot. Maher and Donoghue rode Haps- 
burg in his other two races. Hapsburg did not win 
the Kempton Alexandra Cup. 

The much traveled rider is all right on covering 
ground and shines more in that way and story tell- 
ing than in correctness of stated performance or 
performance itself. Herbert threatens Austra- 
lians with moving to India and ^ from there to 
South Africa when the Australian field is exhausted. 
His tale when he lands in those countries will be in- 
teresting if not factfuU. 



FAIRY WAND MEAN AND VICIOUS

Some years back the line of Melbourne, coming 
down through West Australian, Solon and Barcal- 
dine, seemed near the point of extinction, but Marco 
and following him Marcovil came to the rescue and 
restored it to a flourishing condition, Marcovil 
sending one of the best racers of recent years into 
racing in the unbeaten Hurry On, himself expected 
to shine as a great sire presently. The good but 
not supreme colt Milton belongs to this reviving 
family. As a two-year-old lie won two races out 
of seven starts and was but once unplaced. His 
victories were in the Plantation Plate at the New- 
market first July meeting and the Criterion Stakes 
at the Newmarket Houghton meeting. He was put 
In the December sales list, and C. T. Garland 
thought well enough of him to give the solid price of 
$26,000 for him. This year he has won for his 
new owner the Meldreth Welter Handicap at the 
Newmarket second spring meeting, the Ribblesdale 
Stakes at Ascot and the Royal Stakes at Newbury, 
but was one of the unplaced ones In Grand Parade’s 
Derby. Here is his good pedigree.

Shoal Disqualified After Captur- 
ing Sprightful Selling Stakes.

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 21. — Race-goers here- 
abouts have become Inured to rain and the week’s 
racing started off with a continuance of the In- 
clement weather which failed to keep down the 
attendance to any noticeable degree. Scratches 
as usual were numerous, the first race having only 
four starters out of the nineteen pragrammed. The 
Sprightful Stakes, for two- year -olds, also lost two 
of Us original five starters. 

G. W. Forman accounted for the Sprightful 
Stakes, fourth on the card, with Shoal, but lost 
the purse through a disqualification. The three 
starters ran closely bunched for the first half mile, 
something rarely seen in races run In the mud. 
Shoal, on the outside, drew away after entering 
the stretch, but crossed over at the three-sixteentli 
post, pinching Romany off badly. Farther along 
he impeded American Boy, which was on the Inside, 
then going on to score easily. A good-sized crowd 
immediately gathered around the Judges’ stand and 
cheered both Fairbrother and McAtee, riders of 
Romany and American Boy when they ascended the 
steps to the stewards’ stand to enter claims of 
a foul. It marked the first disqualification of 
this meeting. The race was worth $1,740 to the 
winner. 

Ticklish, G. W. Forman’s recent acquisition, 
showed himself to be a racer of parts when he won 
the third race, a handicap for three-year-olds at 
three-quarters of a mile. The King James colt, 
after ascending in the betting, scored an easy vic- 
tory over Yonneed, which had opened up what looked 
like a winning lead. 

Jockey C. Buxton is in receipt of the news that 
his father is seriously ill In California. If his 
condition does not improve Buxton will make the 
Journey there to visit his bedside. 

Y EARLIN GS SCARCE THIS YEAR. 

Charles F. Hill, who is connected with the Fasig- 
Tlpton Company, has been in Saratoga for the p.-ist 
week looking after the arrival of yearlings. “All 
that have landed there are a fine band of young- 
sters,’’ said Mr. Hill, “but I am sorry to say tlie.v 
are scarce. There are not nearly as man.v on tlie 
market this year as heretofore and I should not be 
at all surprised to see wonderful prices paid for 
some of them, for there are many good lookers.’’ 

E. R. Bradley has arrived in the east and, after 
watching the Empire City racing for a few days, 
will go to Saratoga. Mr. Bradley only has half 
of his stable at Saratoga, the remainder being left 
in Kentucky. An epidemic of laryngitis struck his 
stable in Kentucky. By Golly, one of his best two- 
year-olds, being the only horse to escape. Mr. 
Bradley says the epidemic has had a somewhat 
serious effect on his horses, having sapped their 
vitality to a certain extent. 

J. P. Schorr has ordered his contract rider, H. 
Lunsford, to report to the stable at Saratoga. 

Mose Goldblatt will ship the division of the 
Whitney horses he is racing here to Saratoga 
Wednesday. W. Knapp, under contract to the same 
stable, will also leave for the Spa at that time. 

R. J. Mackenzie has been a visitor here for 
several days. 

Al Goodwin, the veteran California trainer, is here 
with two platers. Miss Kruter and Miss Orb. 

J. Hastings will ship the M. L. Schwartz horses 
to Saratoga tomorrow. Jockey Joe Byrne has been 
engaged to gallop the string. 

Jockey Rodrignes made his first appearance in 
tlie saddle for a long time when he was astride 
Crystal Ford in the third race and received quite 
a bit of applause from the stand.

Business men of Haniilteu. Canaila, have taken 
m-er a fiir-rabbit farm and will raise Siberian rab- 
Idts for fur and meat. This latter siiecies is said 
to be eomparatiyely new to Canada. It sometimes 
'reaches a weight of fourteen pouuds, is black in 
color, grows very quickly and one doe will produce 
about one hundred young in eight months. The 
meat can be produced at five cents a pound, it is 
said, and the pelts are of very good quality for 
r.ibliU fur. 

I nfde Sam is hxAing ' into the wild Western 
j!:cl.rabbit, which is killed by iiiillioiis every year 
as a giest by farmers.. It Is iiiuiiitaiueU by the De- 
partment of .\gricultnrc that jackrabbit meat is 
goo<i game when fresh and that the lianis, when 
corued and smoked, will isnnpare well with German 
fioose iiautti.

Gay Crusader has been 
retired to stud life, but Gainsborough is in train- 
ing and it is exiiected that he will be rac*>d a 
few times before this year’s campaign comes to nn 
end.

BEVERWYCK STEEPLECHASE ENTRIES

III .Australia for some time past there has been 
little profit iu training horses at less than $15 
a week each — though some prominent men still do 
not ask more than $12 — but the position is worse in 
England, where the cost of stable labor is higher. 
-A prominent I>indon s|»orting writer said: “Tills 

is not the time when it is advisable for a trainer 
to indulge in tlie luxury of keeping horses of his 
own. What wifli lads’ wages having risen to $10 
per week and tlie terrible increase in the price of 
oats, straw, etc., the alisojiite cost of each horse 
is not less than $15 a week." It sec'nis inevitable 
that trainers nil over the country should raise 
their term.' considerubl.v if they are to make a 
living at tlieir profession, and it is to be feared 
that the almost eertaiu result will be that, except 
in the 'c-ase ot a few is-ealtby men. owners will be 
compelled to reduce the size of their studs. Of 
course, it may lie argued that the worst is over and 
that firiees are IhhiimI Io fall. So they will, uo 
doubt, to a certain extent, but I am afraid the 
fail will tw slight and gradual as compared with

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

PARIS. France, July 21. — The Austrians were in 
imssession of the complete tertns of their peace 
settlement today. The remainder of the document 
— tlie first section of which was handed to them 
June 2 — was given to their representatives at St. 
Germain yesterday by Paul Dutasta, secretary of 
tile iteace conference, with an utter lack of cere- 
mony. They have fifteen days in which to file 
additional observations. Tbe principal terms of the 
treaty are: Austria must accept responsibility for 

loss and damages to the allies through a war of 
:iggression. She must surrender all of her merchant 
fleet and a fifth of her river fieet within three 
months. She must make reparation within thirty 
years for damages to allied civilians and their prop- 
erty. She must abolish conscription and reduce her 
.*>.rmy to 30,000. She must accept her share of the 
former dual monarchy’s poewar debt, which is di- 
vidiMl among the nations which formerly constituted 
tbe empire. She must reduce all her armaments 
:ind surrender all surplus. She must renounce the 
BiK'liarest and Brest-Litovsk treaties. She must 
turn over all her cables to the allies. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 21.— The federal 
government intervened today to prevent a recur- 
rence of the attacks made Saturday and Sunday 
nights by soldiers, sailors and marines against 
negroes in retaliation for assaults by negroes on 
white women in this city. After a conference 
Iwtween Secretary Baker and tbe local governing 
authorities, the army provost guard was restored to 
duty. The police authwities announced that 250 
soldiers and marines would aid the police in patrol- 
ling the streets tonight. Major-General Barnett, 
etanmandant of marines, assun^ tbe autliorities all 
IKissible lielp would be given by marines from 
Washington barracks. 

CHICAGO. 111., July 21.— Weather forecast: Dll- 
nois — Generally fair today and Tuesday; slightly 
cooler tonight and in east portion Tuesday. Mis- 
souri — Fair tonight and Tuesday; slightly cooler to- 
niglit. Wisconsin — Fair tonight and Tuesday; 

cooler tonight. General forecast: Tlie indications 

are for mostly fair weather In this forecast district 
during tlie next two days. The temperature will be 
sliglitly lower in tbe middle states tonight, but will 
rise again througliout the northwestern states to- 
aight and as far east as Minnesota and tbe middle 
Missouri valley Tuesday. 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden. July 21.— The bolshevist 
government at Petrograd refused to release five 
members of the Swedish legation at Petrograd, 
recently arrested, it was announced here today. 
An official of tlie Swedish foreign office said it 
was his belief representatives of other nations at 
Petrograd probably would be arrested. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 21.— A bill to restwe 
to the colors all soldiers, sailors and marines who 
have been court-martialed and restoring all for- 
feited pay and allowances was introduced today by 
Senator t'bamberlain, Oregon. Court-martials in- 
volving cliarges recognised as felonious in civil law 
are excepted. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 21.— A dispatch to 
the state department today from Tampico said 
bandits liad roblied the Atlantic Refining com- 
pany’s oil-loudiag station at Puerto Lobos, near 
Tampico, Mexico, of about $10,000 last Wednes- 
day. The funds were intended for the company’s 
pay roll. 

BERLIN, Germany, July 21. — Workers on the sur- 
face, elevated and subway car lines, and also elec- 
tricians and gas workers went on strike today in 
sympathy with the international demonstration. 

GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, July 21. — It is reported 
from Piura, Peru, that yellow fever has broken out 
there. There have been many victims of the dis- 
ease. 



A ship captain, idling in a South American har- 
bw (me day many years ago. noted that the Ecua- 
dorean natives used in making rafts logs of an ex- 
traordinary light wood. 

In June, 1904, the General Slocum burned in New 
York waters with the loss of 1,000 lives largely 
because Uie old boat’s life belts were rotten. 

A man in Norfolk, after long experimentati<m, 
developed a process for impregnating any wood with 
a waterproof and rot-resisting aidution which pene- 
trates to the center of any piece of timber, coating 
the cell sand ducts with a thin but permanent film. 

As a result, seventeen German submarines were 
sunk by the 250-mile mine barrage across the North 
Sea. As another result, meat and eggs may be 
cheaper a few years hence. 

Now for tbe explanation which links these facts, 
apparently so widely isolated. The observing ship 
captain was — and is — ^A. P. Lnndin. He retired 
from the sea to study life saving devices. His 
first study was to aid in perfe<>ting a system of 
davits for launching lifeboats, but the Slocum 
disaster diverted bis attention to the necessity of 
better life preservers than the traditional cork 
affairs. So lie sent to Bk:nador for a little of the 
wood wliicli he re<mlled seeing tbe natives use. 
It is called balsa wood; “balsa” is Spanish tor 
“raft.” Captain Lnndin was disappointed at first, 
for he discovered that the stuff rotted quickly and 
paint helped to ^serve it not at all. 

“EHCTSTIKa” PROCESS SOLVES FROBLEH. 

Enter tbe man from Ncmfolk — Col. R. A. Marr — 
who wasn’t interested in life preservers particularly, 
but in piling and the like. Nevertheless, it proved 
that his “encysting” process made balsa wood 
perfectly durable. 'Hiat solved the problem of proper 
life preservers, and balso preswvers and life rafts 
are to be seen on every transport and navy ship, 
and are almost universal of merchant ships of this 
and other nations. Then tbe war — and suddenly 
tbe navy demanded 70,000 balsa' bouys. It got 
them at the rate of 1,000 a day toward the last. 
A temporary factory had to be built for this order 
alone. It had been learned that balsa bouys were 
the only kind which would withstand tbe iong sub- 
mersiim and the crushing effect of depth charges 
which were necessary in laying tbe mine barrage in 
the North Sea. That barrage, it is believed, ac- 
counted for seventeen U-boats. 

But what has all this to do with cheaper meat? 
Why, only this, that it has been found that balsa 
is infinitely better than cork or shavings or any 
of the other insulating materials now used for 
lining refrigerators, refrigerator cars and refrigera- 
ting ships. Refrigerator cars lined with balsa will 
weigh a ton or so less than tbe meat cars used 
nowadays, will save ice and will wear longer. Now 
that the war demand for balso wood has died this 
new line is to be developed. Cheaper icing and 
transportation means cheaper meat, of course. 

HOW BALSA WOOD TREE GROWS. 

Balsa wood has become so important. Indeed, 
that Cornell University has given Professor W. W. 
Rowlee, head of its botanical department, two 
years’ leave to go to Central Amwica and Ecuador 
to study tbe best methods of growing, <mtting, 
planting and propagating the trees. Tbe scientific 
name is Oebroma Lagopus. The tree looks like the 
familiar cottonwood, while the dressed wood looks 
like clear white pine. The leaves of the seeding 
are two and three feet across, but they get smaller 
and smaller as tbe tree grows older. About mid- 
summer on the tliird year, from (mnspicuous buds 
five or six inches long, which stand upright like 
(mndles on a Christmas tree, yellow or white blos- 
soms emerge. Later the flowers fall and tbe pod 
develops to about one inch in diameter, six to 
eight inches long. The pod then breaks, releasing 
large quantities of golden brown <x>tton, a single 
pod yielding enough to fill a bushel basket. The 
natives use this fibre for pillows and mattresses. 
Paradoxically it is easier to cut down a tree than 
to climb it, so that is tbe destructive method the 
natives adopt to get the cotton. 

Dry balsa weighs 7.3 pounds a cubic foot, (mrk 
weighs 13.7 pounds and spm<% 27 jioands. l%e 
heaviest wood known — tbe other extreme — is que- 
bracho wood, which weighs 91 pounds the cubic 
foot. Balsa has a strength about half that of 
sivuce. But the most marvelous thing about the 
balsa tree is the way it grows. The United Fruit 
Co. has reimrds showing ‘'-at trees have grown 
to a height of thirty-six feet in one year. There 
are no rings in tbe cross section of the log, for 
tbe reason that the growth goes on uninterruptedly 
throughout the twelve months. Professor Rowlee’s 
rec(wd shows tlie tree gains about five inches in 
diameter each year, so that a tree of two feet to 
two feet and a half in diameter — a good siseable 
log — can be produced in five to six years. 

Airplanes and hydroplanes, particularly the lat- 
ter, are using much balsa w’ood. Wing braces are 
made of balsa and spruce in I-beams. It is useful 
also for pontoons. But in the vast and as yet 
almost unexplored fields of balsa’s possibilities as 
an insulator (due to its cellular structure) lies its 
greatest future and its cliief economic values as a 
preventer of much of the present waste of iierish- 
able food products. All because of a ship captain 
interesting himself one dull afternoon by watch- 
ing the Ecuadorean natives on their buoyant rafts. 

NEW YORK’S 1918 DEER BAG 15,000 

Ample evidence is at hand to show tliat at least 
15.000 deer were killed in New York state during 
the season of 1918. Tliis is most remarkable. The 
average gunner, if asked to estimate the number 
killed, would not place his figures at anything 
like this number. To most men 1,500 would seem 
excessive. It Is well to bear in mind that at that 
time the buck law was in force and only male 
deer with antlers could be legally killed. If the 
breeding stock has to stand a greater strain than 
tills next season, when does and fawns will be 
killed, what will be the effect? The chances are 
that the year following will be a disappointing one 
for the deer hunter. 

New Jersey reports 365 deer killed during the 
1918 season. Tliis record is also remarkable, con- 
sidering tbe limited area and tbe fact that the open 
season is only four days, one day a wek for four 
weeks, and that only bucks may be killed.

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 21. — Wm. Karrick was 
a visitor today at Empire City. He is down from 
Haratoga, wliere all his horses are now quartered. 
"Every horse in the stable is in fine health,” said 
the man who has charge of the Oneck Stable and 
W. R. Coe racers. “They are getting back to 
their early spring form. The two-year-old Cinder- 
ella is in excellent health again, and I would not 
exchange her for any filly i have seen at her 
age. There has been little rain in Saratoga, nothing 
like you have had here, and everything looks 
promising for a banner year.”

— Ex- 
tremely strict methods are used here on the im- 
portant race courses to safeguard the public over its 
investors in the tolaisator. For instance, at the 
great Randwick course of tbe Australian Jockey 
Club it is impossible to obtain a printed ticket 
from the machine without the fact being instantane- 
ously recHirded on the horse (Hiunter whose number 
it bears, and also on the grand total. 

At the starting time of the race a switch is 
operated by one of the switchboard stewards in the 
stewards’ stand, which automatically locks the 
maciiine, and prevents the issue of any further 
tickets. 

The numbers of the tickets sold on each horse 
and the grand total as exhibited to the public are 
tlien checked by a steward acting on behalf of the 
Australian Jockey Club, two of the staff of the 
totalizator and the itolice deiiartment acting for the 
goverinuent. Immediately tbe plaeed horses are 
announced the dividends are calculated by three 
expert calculators working independently, one of 
whom is employed by the Australian Jockey Olub 
and two by the totalizator. 

Complete returns are prepared showing every 
ticket issiH^d on each horse in each ra<w, together 
with the amount of all dividends paid. These re- 
turns are checked by the government and the Aus- 
tralian Jockey Club auditors, so that a complete 
and absolute check is kept on all totalizator opera- 
tions.
